PARTNERSHIP?

Nurse-Family Partnership is a pro-
gram to help support women
throughout their pregnancy and un-
til their baby is 2 years old. If you en-
roll, a specially trained nurse will vis-
it you in your home or place of your
choice throughout your pregnancy
and continue to visit until your baby
is two.
